BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:4

The department of justice may5

employ the additional 5.00 full-time equivalent positions6

authorized pursuant to this paragraph that are in excess of the7

number of full-time equivalent positions authorized only if8

the department of justice receives sufficient federal moneys9

to maintain employment for the additional full-time equivalent10

positions during the current fiscal year.
